Blackout Ruling 
On Fireplaces 

Main Line defense councils have 
received the following ruling from 
the OCD Regional Offic^e:- 

'Attention has been called to the 
increased residential use of open 
fireplaces and other unit heating 
devices which may produce suffici- 
ent light to destroy the effect of a 
blackout. Where these consume 
coal. wood, or other solid fuels, im- 
mediate extinguishment is not al- 
ways possible. 

"In such rooms, effective obscur- 
ation of all exterior openings must 
exist for use during a blackout or 
the light is to be blocked with a 
screen or in some other manner so 
that no light is visible from out- 
doors. In general, no control of 
chimney sparks need be attempted 
as these are of low brightness and 
short duration."

Asst. Superintendent 
Revived Residents 
Of Narberth Hall * 

Prompt action by John B. Ever- 
itt, assistant superintendent of 
Narberth Hall Apartments. 300 Es- 
sex av., Narberth, saved the lives 
of two "women residents of the 
apartment house on January 25. 

According to a police report 
made public at Borough Council 
meeting on Monday night, tenants 
in the apartment over ,thij'. Oc- 
cupied' by Mrs. Martha McKee, 96, 
and her companion, Miss Elizabeth 
Duggan, 52, reported a strong odor 
of escaping gas. Everitt and Mrs. 
Allen S. Cuthbert, wife of the 
apartment house superintendent, 
entered Mrs. McKee's apartment 
when they received no response to 
knocking at the door. 

They found Mrs. McKee semi- 
conscious hy a window and Miss 
Duggan on the kitchen floor, near 
the stove whose oven valve was 
turned on but unlighted. Mrs. 
Cuthbert called on an ambulance, 
and Everitt applied artificial res- 
piration until its arrival. 

According to the police. Miss 
Duggan was preparing supper and 
had just turned on the oven when 
she fainted before being able to 
light it. Everitt's quick thinking 
undoubtedly saved Miss Duggan's 
life, police say. since she was so 
hear the source of the gas and to 
all appearances had stopped 
breathing when discovered.

WEEKLY NEWS LETTER 
TO YOU WHO LIVE AND BUY IN NARBERTH 

Before additional rationing comes you can show your faith in your 
Country and in your fighting men by buying only what you actually need. 
Retail sales of more than 200 items will be frozen a week from Satur- 
day, February 20, a"d rationing of canned, dried and frozen fruit and vege- 
tables will begi-; March I. 

Here is another important rationing date. 

Beginning Monday, February 22, housewives of Narberth may register 
for War Ration Book No. 2 which will allow a total of 48 points for each mem- 
ber of the family for the month of March. 

Stamps will have values of 8, 5, 2 and I. If a family has more than 5 
stamps per person on hand, stamps will be removed from the book in propor- 
tion to their excess holdings. Official point values will be made public as soon 
as stocks are frozen. One member of the family, you know, may register the 
whole family. 

Of your stock on hand there are some foods that need not be counted. 
These include canned olives, canned meat and fish, pickles, relish, jellies, jams, 
preserves, spaghetti, macaroni, noodles and all home-canned foods. 

Here again cooperation with your grocer will facilitate buying and further 
the Government's rationing program. Remember and remind your neighbor 
that hoarding helps nb one except Hitler. 

For instance, where supplies of canned foods are now short, your store- 
keeper may limit the number of cans sold to any one consumer. If your grocer 
is unable to sell you more than a limited quantity of certain foods, remember 
that he is complying with a request from the Government, Don't ask him to 
break his rule for you. 

Again you may have difficulty in obtaining some of your favorite canned 
foods. Don't suspect a discrimination plot. Try something else that is more 
plentiful instead. 

Many of us will have to learn to be more flexible in our food habits. 
Remember this as Spring and Summer approach. Buy fresh fruits and vege- 
tables locally whenever possible. They will cost less and little strain will be 
placed on the transportation system.
